Body of Girl is 
Found by Stream;

T here are more of the 
latter than

ined. and they 
are 
correspond­ 
ingly busy. 
All 
large 
nations 
m aintain espionage 
systems 
to 
keep them informed 
concerning 
what a re supposed to be the sec­ 
rets of war that the newspaper 
reader begins to get a n idea how 
extensive these peacetime skele­ 
ton 
organizations 
really 
have 
been. 
Military and 
naval 
attaches 
with diplomatic missions are the 
spearheads of th e espionage -ys 
terns and are so commonly recog­ 
nized. Some of th em in Washing­ 
ton admit, it. for instance, and 
those representing 
smaller 
na­ 
tions with whom we are certain 
never to have serious trouble oft­ 
en joke about their Jobs as boss 
spies. 
Book Tell* About It 
Richard Wilm er 
Rowan, 
an 
American who studied the 
spy 
network 
In Europe over a 
pe­ 
riod of many years, has written a 
book about it which gives as com­ 
plete a picture as a subject with 
so much secrecy attached to it 
could provide. 
This work. “ Spy 
and Counter-Spy," is virtually a 
textbook on spies. 
As indicating 
the extent of their peacetime ac­ 
tivities. Rowan points out that IT 
persons were convicted of espion­ 
age in five European 
countries 
during the four 
months 
ending 
with last February. 
Most spies a re so cheap to em ­ 
ploy, Rowan says, that they are 
always numerous. Even bankrupt 
governments are not too poor to 
engage a few. Iii peacetime, with 
less danger, m ore 
persons 
are 
willing to work at espionage. 
"It is a curious note that es­ 
pionage does not subside 
sim­ 
ply because hostilities are past. 
Rowan writes. 
"Nations of only 
potential antagonis m, 
who 
are 
happily far off from a state of 
war, and who may even have been 
devoted allies iii a recently con­ 
cluded struggle, will spy 
upon 
each other with all the vigor of 
inveterate foes. The regiments of 
the secret service are sometimes 
reduced, but never 
demobilized. 
No treaty of peace has even sent 
them home rejoicing. 
Started During War 
"The treaty of Versailles 
had 
yet to be drafted and the 
Teu­ 
tonic bail bond fixed when all the 
triumphant ullles set straightwa} 
to work. spying upon one another 
as if tliat were tile only known 
way to safeguard a victor’s share 
of the spoils. 
"Espionage 
is 
not 
only 
a 
pastime 
of 
consuls, 
attaches 
and minor diplomatists: it is also 
in Us subtly organized perform ­ 
ance an uiilaw'ful act of Invasion. 
Yet 
governments 
devoted 
to 
maintaining peace and order In 
dulge in almost incessant adven­ 
tures with spies 
•lf. then, there is no truth on 
the sinister front but only a hid­ 
den continuity 
in 
international 
espionage it means that most of 
us live and work, endeavoring to 
prosper and 
keep 
to 
certain 
standards of 
private 
integrity, 
while unofficially but at 
public 
expense there is being fought u n ­ 
der-ground a constant skirmish of 
resourse and intrigue, a duel of 
Hpv 
and counter spy, 
generally 
recognized as both 
natural and 
illegal.” 
Rowan tells of th e offer or a

Mail Route Is Okehed; 
U. P. Outlook Brighter 


Announcement from Washington 
that Acting 
Postmaster 
General 
Glover had approved the extension 
of air mail service from Milwaukee 
into the Fox River valley has serv­ 
ed to buoy up the hopes of Esea 
naba aviation enthusiasts that the 
upper peninsula will soon be link 
cd with the outside world by the 
air route. 
The tentative 
program 
is to 
have Milwaukee as a base and the 
terminal of the line at Green Bay. 
with scheduled stops at Oshkosh, 
Fond du Lac and Appleton. Green 
Bay as yet has no sutiable landing 
field, but a special aviation com­ 
mittee of the Brown county board 
of supervisors is now considering 
various sites for an airport. 
Due to the fact that Escanaba 
already bas a well-equipped land­ 
ing field owned by the Upper Pen­ 
insula Airways, Inc., local persons 
interested in the securing of air 
mail service for the upper penin­ 
sula feel that if Green Bay, with­ 
out a proper field, can merit a 
place on the proposed route, there 
should be little difficulty in extend­ 
ing the line from Green Bay to 
Escanaba in the near future. 
A 
isurvey bing conducted at the pres­ 
ent time in every county in Upper 
Michigan indicates that there is an 
immense amount of air mail busi­ 
ness that can be obtained in this 
territory. 
To Start in Spring. 
Bids for the Milwaukee to Green 
Bay air mail route probably will 
be asked by the postal department 
within a short time and in all 
probability will be 
in 
operation 
next spring, according to Milwau- 
kwee postal authorities. Last sum­ 
mer, the Association of Commerce 
of Milwaukee called a conference 
of representatives of cities inter­ 
ested in getting air mail service in 
Wisconsin and

AIR M AIL GROWS. 
Editor's Note: In this article, 
Postm aster 
General 
Harry 
S. 
New forecasts the future of com­ 
mercial aviation in America and 
tells why he thinks this form of 
transportation is due for a great 
boom. 
BY H A R R Y S. N EW 
Postmaster General 
To look into the future and vis­ 
ualize Just what will happen in any 
given line of human endeavor is a 
faculty possessed, if at all, by new 
mortals. 
It is true that by looking 
backwards and recalling what has 
occurred in the past, it is some­ 
tim es possible to gauge fairly ac­ 
curately what the future may have 
in store. 
Knowing what we do, therefore, 
about the 
development 
of 
rail 
transportation 
and of 
steamship 
lines, and the phenomenal growth 
of 
the 
automobile 
industry, 
it 
would seem the rankest pessimism 
to predict any but a glowing future \ to p* made air mail stops 


of established train service. I am 
ot the opinion that only a short 
time will intervene 
before 
tho 
American public will sprout its 
wings and surpass the migrator}' 
tendencies of the same species on 
the older continent. 
Familiarity with the time-saving 
powers of the airplane, and a bet­ 
ter knowledge of the safety of the 
air vehicles as 
compared 
with 
other means of travel are the two 
essentials most needed now. 
With the continued and growing 
use of existing air lines between 
distant points for the movement, 
not only of mail and express, but 
of passengers, I can picture a swift 
expansion of these routes in no 
very distant future of the United 
States will be linked up, both east 
and west and north and south, with 
every other section. 
At the same time considerable 
progress will have been made to­ 
ward connecting air links between 
countries in both North and South 
America so that the airplane will 
come into the field of its greatest 
usefulness—that of the long haul. 
Ocean Flights Must Walt. 
The plane will also play a con­ 
spicuous part in reducing transport 
time between the two hemispheres, 
but the tragic conclusions of a 
number of 
trans-Atlantic 
flights 
have taught us that we are not yet 
ready for anything like a regular 
overseas service. 
I am convinced 
that even this will come eventu­ 
ally, but to hazard a guess as to 
how long it will take to devise 
ships of the air capable of con­ 
quering 
the 
wide 
and 
stormy 
reaches of the ocean as a m atter 
of daily performance would be fool­ 
hardy. 
We should first direct our undi­ 
vided attention toward perfecting 
the 
service on 
land—and I am 
frank in saying that it is today 
far from being perfect. 
There are 
many obstacles, resulting in delays 
and sometimes in 
serious 
acci­ 
dents, which time and invention 
alone must overcome. 
Over a long route there is very 
often a spot each day where weath­ 
er conditions 
present 
difficulties 
and the pilots are confronted with 
atmospheric conditions, including 
fog, that too often rob the airplane 
service of the tim e it has gained 
over other methods of transporta­ 
tion. 
These kinks m ust and will 
be ironed out of the system and 
weather obstacles must be over­ 
come to attain the public confi­ 
dence necessary for successful ser­ 
vice. 
Rate Cut Wa* Help. 
The greatest Btep toward popu­ 
larizing the air mail in America 
was the reduction of the postage 
rate to five cents 
for 
the 
first 
ounce. August, the first month the 
new rate was operative, produced 
an increase of 95 per cent, or al­ 
most double the poundage carried 
in July. 
It is my earnest conviction that 
succeeding months will bring about 
a gradual mounting total of air 
mail poundage that will justify the 
Inclusion in the system during the 
next twelve months of points not 
now considered as sufficiently pro­ 
ductive from the mail standpoint 


regardless of size of new ships 
placed in operation 
still 
larger 
ships must be devised, perhaps, be­ 
fore the others have served their 
period of usefulness. 
It is a prob­ 
lem which also is being shared by 
the airplane 
manufacturers 
and 
one which must be 
worked 
out 
simultaneously with the growth of 
the air mail. 
Need More Airways. 
The growth will be 
restricted 
only by the speed 
with 
which 
lighted airways for night flying 
and adequate fields are constructed. 
The 
suggestion 
that air post 
clerks be provided to sort and dis­ 
tribute mail aloft in the same way 
that it is distributed on train by 
railway postal clerks and on ocean 
vessels by the sea post clerks, is 
one which will come with time. It 
is not going to be very long before 
the air post clerk will be a neces­ 
sity. 
Already three of the larger
